A SCARED TIGER'S LEAP.

Soared animals leap distances and 


heigh tn that intuit surprise themselves 
at timos, just as men iu a state of ex- 
citement do things that astonish them 
when they cool down and begin to think 
about what they have done. When a 
man makes a long Jump up in tbe 
Adirondack! to get across a brook he is 
•aid to have "jumped like a deer," but 
should the man have made a leap, as 
over & high lence or across a broad 
brook, being at the time in a state of 
excitement, as having a hull close after 
him, he jumps then "like a soared 
deer," scared deer making jumps tha 
nnalarmed one conld not make. 


Tigers do not ordinarily take to trees, 


but they have been known to do BO when 
badly scared at being close pressed. 
Captain S. D. Browne tells of an Indian 
tiger's leap that landed it in a tree top. 
The captain was waiting for the beaters 
to drive a tiger his way, when one of 
the big cats appeared at the top of a 
steep, stony ravine close at hand. The 
big bullet from the captain's rifle 
knocked the tiger head over heels down 
the golly banks. It fetched np against 
the bottom on its feet. Then it made a 
frantic dash across the ravine bottom to 
a tree. The sides of the gully were too 
steep for even a cat to climb, and up 
and down there were men ready for it. 
The hunted tiger had but a single 
chance, slim though it was. The tree at 
which it had dashed might conceal it 
from the hunter*, and up it jumped, 
landing among the branches over 15 feet 
above the ground.

Chief Kendall arrived in the city thi* 


afternoon wifth Edward Carlow of Adams 
and Walter B. Wellington of, Greylock, 
the two men arrested at Petersburg Junc- 
tion, N. Y., and accused of breaking and 
entering the Greylock store. When Chief 
Kendall arrived at Hoosick Falls, N. Y., 
last night he found that tbe men he 
was after had been taken to Savoy 
jail

to 


Hoosick Falls and arranged in court there. 
The chief told them he had a warrant for 
their arrest and asked them if they would 
return to Massachusetts without requisi- 
tion. At first they refused and afterwards 
consented. They confessed their crime 
to tbe chief and told him how they com- 
mitted it. Four tacks were all that held 
the pane of glass in place that they re- 
moved to enter the store. They remained 
four hours in the store out of a beavy 
rain. 


When the chief was waiting in court lor 


bis men two other men were arraigned 
for stealing a ride on a freight train. One 
of them claimed that be was about to 
jnnip, but didn't and so was not guilty. 
To prove his words he spoke of having a 
bag in his hands and it occurred to the 
chief that that bag might be of interest. 
Tba chief knew that Detective Ewing 
was bunting for men who broke into tbe 
Pownal depot Sunday night and who 
stole a bag from a trunk in the depot. 
Tbe chief asked the detective if it would 
not be well to see what that bag contained 
and acting on this bint the bag was found 
at tbe Hoosick Falls police station and it 
wax tbe one stolen from the Pownal 
depot.

ing Legislation. 


It is believed that Congressman Wright 


will have a 'practically solid delegation^ 
front Berkshire county to the Congress- 
ional convention. He certainly will havo 
it unless indications are far more wrong 
tbiui there is any reason to believe them 
to be. 
The grounds for this belief are 


good ones and many. 
Tbe reasons why 


be should have such a delegation are.rec- 
ognized very generally by Republicans 
throughout the district cs well as the 
county. 


It is known that he will have a liberal 


support from tbe other counties in tbe 
district as well as a remarkably strong 
support from his own county. 
He will 


bave their general support because in his 
years of public service both as member of 
tbe Governor's Council and as a member 
of Congress he is known to have given un- 
reservedly and devotedly his best efforts 
for tbe interests of all his constituents, as 
much so for one part of his district as 
another. 
His service far his constituents 


has never been limited by locality. 


His first campaign for Congress was 


undertaken when a popular Democratic 
incumbent 
represented 
this district 


at Washington, and when it was earnestly 
desired and for very Important reasons by 
Republicans that the district should be 
again made Republican.

ABOUT TIffi TAX$. 


A Blacklnton Man Wants to 


Know Why "This 


ts Thus." 


HE F1SDS THE BATE INCREASED 


And Does Not Quire Understand the Why 


and Wherefore. The Fire District Is 


Abolished and All Property Is 


Now Assessed Alike. 


A resident of BlaclcJnton writes to the 


TEANEOUPT 
asking several question1* 


about taxation, etc., and stating that 
there Is some dissatisfaction on account 
of the tax rate, which he says has been 
raised in that part of the city f 4.80 on 
fl,000. Among other things the inquirer 
wants to know what tbe tax rate is and if 
there is still a fire district tax, as under 
the old ton n system. 


In reply it may be said that tbe tax rate, 


which was published in this paper several 
weeks ago, is f22 on $1,000, fl less than it 
was a year ago in what was then tbe fire 
district. But when the town became » 
city the fire district was done away with 
and now the tax rate is tbe same in all 
parts of the city, which comprises all the 
territory of tbe old township. Conse- 
quently the extra assessment that was 
formerly levied on property in the flre 
district is now distributed evenly on all 
the property in tbe city, and Blackinton, 
of course, has to pay her share. This ac- 
counts lor the increase about which the 
Blackinton taxpayer so earnestly inquires. 


The fact that the flre district would be 


abolished in case the town became a city, 
should have been clearly understood by 
all from the discussions on the subject of 
adopting a city charter, and therefore an 
increase in taxation outside of the old fire 
district lines should surprise no one. How- 
ever, as an increase of taxation is always 
more or less unwelcome, it may be consol- 
ing to the people of the outlying districts 
to know that while the rate has not been 
increased within the former fire district, 
but is one dollar less on f 1,000 
than last 


year, valuations bave in many cases been 
raised so that the amount of tax actually 
paid will be greater than before.

When Captain Dlneen and a TRAN- 


SCRIPT representative went into the large 
corrider up stairs in the police station 
Monday evening to enable the Utter to 
talk with the prisoner, Ward arose from 
his sheetless and pillowless bed witb 
promptness in response to a summons 
from the captain. He was told why he 
was awakened and yet he did not hesitate 
to answer all questions pnt to him, and he 
did it in a manner which relieves one of 
any suspicion of his being implicated in 
the robbery. His story in substance Is a» 
follows: 


His home is hi Westminster, which he 


left five days ago in search of work. His 
father is a carpenter and works in Brock, 
ton, and, having no relatives or work in 
Westminister, the boy had struck out in 
search of employment of any kind. He 
met the tramps at Greenfield, walked on 
the tracks with them as far as Greylock, 
where they left him late Saturday evening 
to "paint tbe village" they claimed. He 
slept in a freight oar that night and con" 
tinned on his way westward the next 
morning alone. The two tramps were 
next encountered by him near Petersburg 
Junction, and he says they did not hesitate 
to display the property stolen from the 
Greylock store, but he asked them no 
questions and received no information as 
to how they came into possession of so 
much wealth. 
The detective swooped 


down upon all three of them Monday 
morning and the boy, having "nothing to 
run for," did not run and was arrested 
with his associates. 


He is not particular about what is done 


with him so long as he can get work, and 
to work or earn a living seems to be his 
sole thought. He is nearly six feet hill 
and wears a black sweater and short pants. 
His face bears a long scar which is the 
result of falling on a. buzz-saw two years 
ago. A sister in Worcester and his father 
in Brockton are his list of relatives. He 
seems to be a bright youth, his answers to 
questions are ready and clear and It is 
evident that be has not been affected be- 
yond recall by his five days of tramp life. 
He will be held as a witness and the pros- 
pects are that he will have to go to Pitts, 
field jail to await the trial. Chief Ken- 
dall intends to notify his father or sister 
of the boy's predicament. 


MR. CRANE AHEAD.

The Boston Advertiser of today after a 


careful survey of the situation gives tbis 
opinion of Mr. Crane's prospects for the 
Lieutenant Governorship:

the Fort Massachusetts His- 


torical Association. 


FORTUNATE W DiVISG THE SITE. 


Hope for a Building In the Future. The 


Propriety and Value of Collecting 


Relics or the Early Days. All In- 


vited to Join. 


EDITOR TBAHSCRIPT:—The information 


of an historical association on just tbe 
lines which tbe progenitors of the Fort 
Massachusetts association have laid down 
is somewhat unique, but while unique it 
is in keeping with the spirit of much of 
tbe public work of this city. 
Too often 


such an association is an esoteric body, 
doing, indeed, an educational work of 
great value, but failing to interest the 
mass ot the people in the vicinity ol the 
Society in their local history. 


Good luck is wont to attend our city, 


and not the least of its fortunes should be 
counted tbe location in our midst of an 
historical site connected with a critical 
and inspiring epoch in tUe country's his- 
tory. 
To be sure a stranger talcing a 


trolley ride to Williamstown, as he bears 
an enthusiastic person exclaim to a \ isif 
ing friend, "There is Fort Massachusetts," 
will search In vain the placid interval 
with Its graceful elm and the surrounding 
bills for such awar-liie structure. 
It 


would, however, be a somewhat dull 
traveler to whom the exclamation would 
not call up the vision of a future building 
reproducing tbe primitive architecture ol 
that old fort, an object lesson to future- 
generations, of early simplicity, hardihood 
and sacrifices. 
It is characteristic ol our 


city that this precious sito has not been 
presented to us, but. that every main 
woman and child is privileged to pay a 
share toward the preservation of this his- 
toric bit of land. 


The gradual formation of a collection 


illustrating tbe early history and life of 
New England, undertaken by no few an- 
tiquarians, but gathered by the contribu- 
tions of so large a body as this society 
should be, will in itself be no small educa- 
tional effort, and the possession of such a 
collection must be of real educational 
value. Perhaps of all the1 fans no w going 
the genealogical one is oftenest a bore. 
To make a social call and have your hos- 
tess bring forth her great-grandfather'» bat 
for due reverence, to be called upon to 
admire brass candlesticks and glass can- 
dlesticks and "old blue" galore, to be told 
with an aristocratic tilt of tbe head thit 
"onr ancestors came over in the May. 
flower," may well provoke the wish that 
this degenerate descendant be qu'ckly 
removed to the companionship of iiis an- 
cestors. 
These same articles properly 


classified and arranged, associated witti 
others of the sime period, and all a part 
of a well-housed, systematic collection 
that may be viewed at leisure, or ub ad in 
connection with one's reading and study, 
would possess a real and abiding value. 
Bits of family history, genealogical or 
anecdotal, implements of work—almost 
anything connected with the early fam- 
ilies of North Adams, whose name!; are 
fast becoming unknown, can then find 
their proper and useful niche.

private collections; on the contrary, it it 
a matter of congratulation that the start- 
ing of this public collection lia; stimu- 
lated an Interest in tbe preservation of 
relics. But it is not a little unfortunate 
that If a teacher in history wishes to give 
her pupils an object lesson iu Indian life, 
she inuet needs ask them to go to the , 
Pittsfield ath«ncenm to see a birch bark j 
canoe such as once floated on our Mnjun- j 
souk, or the biiowshoes with which the 
Indians traversed our hills, or the war 
implements with which they once threat- 
ened our ancestors? If a lesson In early 
New England life is before the class, a 
visit to Deerfield must be made to make 
real the words of tbe text book. It' cbe 
masters of American literature are being 
studied, and Hawthorne's pithy notes 
upon our scenery, manners and prominent 
or odd characters are read, would not au 
added interest be given if some relic of 
that old tavern he stopped ut or its genial 
host could be seen ? And is it not a little 
humiliating that if one wishes to refer to 
a file of the TKANSCUIPT before 1870, again 
a trip must be made to the Pittsfield athe- 
nieum; or if satisfactory information con- 
cerning the Hoosac Tunnel be desired, 
again must tbe PitUfield atbetiomm be 
sought.

doing political work and then in taking a 
upecial pride in expressing their wise 
opinions, usually disparaging ones, of the 
methods of the politicians. 


If they do not like the methods of the 


canons it is their duty to assist in making 
them what they should be. On the whole 
we believe the average New England cau- 
cus is worthily conducted and a creditable 
institution. But if the caucus needs re- 
forming it must be reformed in the caucus. 


The caucus is never going to be made 


what it should be by long distance kicks 
from slippered feet; its atmosphere is not 
going to be purified by sweet scented dis- 
infectants of attar of rose character con- 
lined in drawing room smelling bottles. 
and the*borrid brands are not going to be 
plucked from the burning by kid gloved 
hands. 


Tbe importance of the caucus is para- 


mount to every other political duty every 
year. It i? particularly so for Republicans 
I his year, when the nomination of a can- 
didate in Massachusetts by the Republi- 
can party means almost invariably his 
election. 


As for chronic stay at home faultfind- 


ers and after-caucus critics it is proper to 
cordially invite them to the caucus and 
us politely to make the invitation hearty 
iind impressive by reminding them that 
it is fitting for them to' eith'cr tend np or 
thut np. 


HOW TO CONDUCT THE CAUCUSES. 


U is important that the Republican 


laucuses tomorrow evening be legally and 
properly conducted, and that the caucus 
uws be carefully observed. 
Therefore 


KB give here briefly the proper manner of 
icmducting a caucus as directed by the 
Massachusetts statutes. 


The caucuses in North Adams have now 


MSB regularly called, and at 7.30 o'clock 


tomorrow evening in qMh of the wards 
the cancoi ihonld be called to order by 
the perion dMiirmted in th« call for that 
purpoce. IfBuoh penon be abnnt, any 
member of the ward committee may call 
the caucus to order, who shall preside till 
a temporary chairman Is chosen. A sec- 
retary must also be chosen and "such 
other officers as the meeting may re- 
quire." 


Any delegate or member of any com- 


mittee must be chosen by ballot and the 
polls must be kept open thirty minutes 
at least. In balloting tha voting list for 
each ward last published must be used as 
check llsto, and the persons designated to 
call the caucus to order should get this 
list at the city ball of the registrars and 
have it at each caucus place, and no per* 
son can vote whose name is not on that 
list. A plurality elects at these caucuses. 
A tie ballot should be voted over. 


No person can vote ID two political cau- 


cuses of different partles,'and;the city com- 
mittee should have regulations declaring 
proper party standing. 


These are the principal points in the 


law. Peculiar circumstances that might 
arise are provided for in the caucus aots 
of 1885, and a copy of that law should be 
provided by the ward committee and be 
on hand for reference at every caucus in 
the city.

THE NIMBLE DOLLAR. 


HOW IT WILL HOP UP AND DOWN 


WHEN WE HAVE FREE SILVER. 


A Traveler In tbe Eut Gives Facts Which 


Are Better Than All Bryan'* Theories. 
Tha Storekeeper Would Hav> to Mark 
Blf Good! Afralb Ever# Day. 
Those who so roundly denounce the 


bunkers, especially those residing in 
Lo/idon, should stop to think whether 
the; would not be more in the banker's 
power than ever if free silver ruled the 
day. Let na see. The present value of 
nilver bullion is governed by tbe market 
price iu London; hence, one day it might 
be worth 58 cents, on another day 56 
cents, and still on another it might be 
worth only 50 cents or leas. At the pres- 
ent time we have uo each fluctuation of 
the dollar betveen the time of leaving 
our offices at night and the time of re- 
turning to the same in the morning. 


Any one who has been in a country 


that is on a silver basis, sneh as Mex- 
ico, China, Japan or India, will under- 
stand that this is no hypothetical case, 
but an actual fact, for, as credits are al- 
ways drawn on London, if a traveler in 
any one of those countries desires to 
draw money on his letter of credit he 
is told that they cannot tell What to 
charge him until they receive the Lon- 
don rate of exchange, which is based,on 
the market price of silver. Oaring part 
of the time while A was in Japan ex- 
change was very low, consequent upon 
rumors of war with Russia, and during 
those times the price of the Japanese 
yen, or dollar, dropped, and when the 
rumors were found to be without foun- 
dation exchange rose and the price of 
the dollar went up. In a week's time its 
value fluctuated 10 per cent, and in 
Japan that was no unusual occurrence. 
Just think of wh»t a commotion that 
would make here if it should be neces- 
sary for a storekeeper to mark over his 
whole stock of goods every day because 
the value of the dollar had changed over- 
night 


Since the grenf decline has taken 


place in Japan prices for farm produce 
and merchandise, except during the 
war, have not risen, but have remained 
about stationary because of the in- 
creased supply, but the price for every- 
thing that id purchased outside of Japan 
in a Rold standard country has risen to 
almost double. Hotel proprietors and 
tfcoso who are forced to buy those ar- 
ticles that ere necessary to the conduct- 
ing of their business and which are not 
produced in Japan have now to pay 
double what they (lid before the great 
decline took placo, and yet the hotel 
proprietors dare not rai&e the price of 
their rooms on account of competition. 
The proprietor of the Grand hotel in 
Yokohama told me himself thut he was 
mailing IPSS per day now since silver 
hnd declined than before its fall. In 
Japan the horso is almost an unknown 
animal aa far as transportation pur- 
poses are concerned, coolies, both men 
and women, taking its place. 
For 38 


cents in our money these Japanese run- 
ners will pull yon in n jinrickisha for 
ten hours at a pace that would kill al- 
most any horse, and yet these runners 
stand among the highest paid labor in 
that country. 
' 


There are those in the United States 


who denounce Wall street as a gam- 
bling den, and they claim that the tree 
coinage of silver would lessen the use 
of Walt street. Bnt the whole popula- 
tion of the United States, if wo were 
on a silver basis, would be compelled 
to look at the London quotations of sil- 
ver as cabled to Wall street before a 
single transaction could be made any 
day without running the risk of loss. 


In India it is the same as in Japan. 


The rupee originally was worth 30 or 
S3 cents; today it ia approximately 
worth 30 or 83 cents, and sonje days it 
is down to 29 cents or up to 34 cents. 
Prices there for food products are no 
higher now than before the decline in 
silver took place, they being governed 
by the size of the crops, dependent upon 
the quantity of rain that falls during 
the wet season. Railway fares are the 
Game, and the price of an ocean passage 
to England is invariably the same num- 
ber of rupees. The railroad and*the 
steamship companies cannot raise their 
rates, but the traveler who comes from 
a gold standard country can buy his 
passage for just about one-half what 
was formerly charged. 


A good coachman can be had in Bom- 


bay for 10 rupees, or, say, f.3.20, per 
month, and an excellent house servant 
and courier for 1 rupee, or S3 cents per 
day, 
with an allowance of 4 annas, or 


8 cents, a day for his food, and these 
house servants constitute the highest 
paid class of labor in India. These serv- 
ants are always men, and they com- 
mence their day's duties by bringing 
their master's "ohota hazri," or early 
breakfast, at 7 o'clock in the morning. 
They help yon dress and then proceed 
to. wait upon the table, act as inter- 
preter during your ride, brush your 
clothes or pipe clay your torpee hat 
when you return and follow you around 
like a faithful dog on every occasion, 
pack your trunk, keep off the horde of 
beggnrs that hourly 'annoy you, and 
when at night yon retire they curl 
themselves np in their blankets and 
sleep on the mat outside your door, 
ready to answer your call. This is a 
fair example of tbe beet paid class of 
native labor in India. 


The English soldiers in India, of 


whom there are 100,000 and over, bit- 
terly complain that their wages, as now 
received in rupees, will not permit 
them to keep their families in England 
as they need to do before the deprecia- 
tion took place and are loudly clamor- 
ing for a compensation allowance to 
make their depreciated wages equiva- 
lent to what they formerly received. 
They claim that while they are paid the 
same number of rupees per mouth as 
formerly, yet it will bay in England 
only one-half of what it used to buy. 
This is exactly what woulu occur to 
eVery salaried man, woman or child in 
this country if the free coinage of silver i 


policy prevailed. Salaries might remain 
tho same, but one-half of the ability of 
those salaries to buy coffee, tea, sugar 
and all imported articles would be 
gone. 


Last year there was imported into 


the United States about $780,000,000 
vrcirth of products which could be class- 
ed as necessaries, and all these things 
had to be paid for in gold or in oxporti 
at gold prices. Now, the price of wheat 


i is governed by the London quotation in 


i Mark lane, consequent upon the supply 


j and crop reports received from the 
| Argentine Republic, India and Russia 


as well as our west. Novt, therefore, if 
business is disarranged in this country 
so that there are thousands of men out 
of work and those who are at work get 
paid in depreciated currency those men 
cannot afford to be as large oouinmerg 
of the farmer's wheat and pork as they 
would otherwise be. The farmer there- 
fore would then have more of wheat 
and pork on hand than he now has, and 
hence, if normal •crops prevailed, the 
price would in all probability decline, 
as a greater quantity would be offered 
in Mark lane. Thus he would probably 
get less for his labor in depreciated cur- 
rency under silver than he does now, 
•nd so have less purchasing power 
wherewith to buy bis coffee, his sugar, 
his tea and his tobacco and most of 
those articles coming from countries 
that demand gold in payment.—Ernest 
B. Ackerman in New York Sun.

•pprecialcd by English gourmets at 
Inuch and supper. Two lobsters (boiled), 
• good sized cncnmber, a quarter of a 
pound of butter, a teacupful of milk, a 
glass of white wine, a piuch of mace, 
peppefr and salt to taste, a tcaspoocfnl 
of chopped scalded parsley are the re- 
quired ingredients. Cat the encumber 
iu liulves and boil until rather soft. 
When done, removn from the water and 
put aside till cold, then peel carefully 
and cut into dice. .Now remove all the 
meat from the lobster and cut it tip into 
snail pieces, taking oat also all the soft 
eatable parts and the coral. Then put 
the milk into a lined saucepan with the 
butter, mace and parsley. When this ia 
quite melted, add the whole of the lob- 
ster, stirring it- until it is thoroughly 
incorporated. Let it simmer for about 
five minuten, when throw in the cucum- 
ber seasoning and add the white wine 
just before sen-ing. The dish into which 
the mince is poured should be very hot.

placed in custody within a day or so. 
It appears that during Tynan's conti- j 
nent.il tour he passed himseli off as a 
queen's messenger or royal courier, and 
claimed that Bell, who was traveling 
with him, was his private secretary. 
Tynan asserted that they were going 
to"Copenhagen with an autograph let- 
ter from Queen Victoria to the czar. 


Their Every Movement Dogged. 


The following semi-official communi-

ror. Chief Inspector Melville, who has 
been so prominent in tracing and 
arresting Fenians, has been at the head 
of the Scotland Yard arrangements 
for check ing the present conspirators. 
Gradually and quietly a complete net- 
work was drawn round the plotters,

Tynan Admits His Identity. 


A despatch from Boulogne says that 


Tynan was arraigned there yesterday 
before the deputy police prosecutor. 
The proceedings were confined to fur- 
nishing evidence of the arrest and the 
establishment of the identity of the 
prisoner, which the latter fully ad- 
mitted. Two Scotland Yard detectives 
were present at these formalities, and 
eventually the prisoner was remanded 
and taken to the town jail, while await- 
ing the arrival from London of the 
documents necessary to bring about 
his extradition. Tynan, who seems to 
have had no idea that he was shadowed 
by English detectives from the moment 
he landed in Europe, feels his position 
keenly. He told his captors he knew 
that capital punishment awaited him if 
he was handed over to the representa- 
tives of the British government,

nian refugees are guarded by the Brit- 
ish warship Dryad while in these 
waters, in ordor to prevent the arrest 
of their passengers by the Tutkish au- 
thorities, it having become known that 
their arrest has been ordered by the 
porte. Any such attempt, however, 
will be resisted by the Dryad, her com- 
mander having received explicit in- 
structions on the subject from the 
British amadasador. The refusal of 
the Roumanian authorities to permit 
Armenian refugees to land in Rou- 
mania has created a bad impression in 
European circles, and may lead to seri- 
ous consequences. 


To Depose the Sultan. 


London, Sept. 15.—The Chronicle to- 


day publishes a dispatch from its Ber- 
lin correspondent who says it is be- 
lieved that Great Britain is about to 
sound the powers as to the expediency 
of joint action in deposing the sultan.
